and in doing so he equaled the track record for 
five and one-half fnrlongs. That this colt is a 
crackajack is beyond a shadow of doubt and it 
is a pity that he was uot at himself while in 
the east, for had he been he surely would have 
given the best youngsters down there a stout 
argument. 

His last race was a grand one, being at three- 
quarters. He carried 111 pounds and won eas- 
ing up in 1 :14i. On that performance be looked 
like a cinch to beat such a tidy as Alice Turner, 
especially when the latter was trying to give 
him seven pounds. On form Golden Role ap- 
peared to be away off the best thit g of the day 
and almost an absolute certainty. Previous to 
the race there was considerable speculation as 
to what Golden Rule's price would be, and it 
was the average opinion that at 1 to 4 be would 
be a good batting proposition. When the 
jockeys were posted, however, W, Jones 
was scheduled to ride. This seemed to 
discourage the bettors, and with him up 
they did net thiDk so well of Gddsn Rule. 
The consequence was that the ring in order to 
“round np” was compelled to lay 4 to 5 against 
the colt Jones is not such a bad rider end is 
far from being a handicap to a horse, and con- 
sequently .those who possessed g.-od common 
sense uuloaded on Golden Rule at 4 to 5, He 
was so much the bast that in order to lose he 
would have hid to fall. Jones seemed to be 
able to keep him on his feet and roce him ss 
well as auy premier jockey could have done 
and the youngster won off by himself. 

Tenole, with Vititoe up, won the only close 
race cf the dsy. This was the fourih eveut, 
which was at three-quarters of a mile, uud so 
close together were Tenole, Ruskiu and Li ya- 
letta at the wire that it took a good eye to sep- 
arate them. On Tenole Vitit* e rode a grand 
race and it seems that a bright future is in 
sight for this boy. He saved every bit of 
grouid possible on the turns acd when the 
pinch came he was as c ol as a encumber. 

In the fifth race, which was at one mile, there 
was a lot of speed aDd some fair class horses. 
Tulla Fonso proved t > be the best, and at the 
liberal price of 4 to 1, she scored without the 
least bit of urging. 

Chenier with 155 pounds np was an easy win- 
ner in the steeplechase. He and Vanity, the 
13 to 10 favorite from Mr. Corrigan’s stable, had 
the race between themselves all the way. 
Vanity eeomsd to be a trifle short and quit 
badly toward the eud. allowing Globe II. to 
beat him for second place. Chenier won away 
off by himself and in very fast time too. 

Uncas had a cakewalk in the first race. He 
was backed from 2 to 1 down to 9 to 5 and was 
ridnen by Vititos. The boy placed him cleverly 
to the h»ad of the stretch and then made his 
move. Uncas pas.-ed Rival Dare, who had been 
the pacemaker, as thoDgh she was tied aud 
then came home by himself. 

JadgiLg from the way Macy won the last 
event he has a chance of regaining some of his 
old time form. Macy warmtd up stiff aud sore 
and wi en he went to the pi st it seemed that it 
was an effort for him to extend himself. He 
had an iuienor lot to beat and by displaying 
great gameness in trying as hard as he didin 
his crippled condition he won in his old time 
way in 1:401 for a mile. 

Handicapper J F. Remolds was a visitor at 
the track. He backed Uncas, Golden Rule and 
Macy and m da fats presence known in the ring, 

Woid has been received that the Committee 
on Appeals of the American Tarf Congress has 
reinstated jockey J. McDonald, ruled, off last 



summer for what Banned a suspicious ride on 
Wilson. The horse has b°en such an iu and 
onter this year that he was barred in the bet- 
ting at St. Lonis and this led to a reason*- b'.e 
donbt as to whether it was not the horse rather 
than the boy that was at fault. McDonald is 
to ride for Hugh L. Jones. He now weighs 111 
ponnds but can train down to near the hundred 
mark. 

NUTT RULED OFF. 



Messrs. Rees and Knhl, judges at Hawthorne, 
have decided that jockey Nutt has been guiity 
of fraudulent riding and the result is that the 
misguided boy has beeu deprived of a profes- 
sion in which he was earning enough money to 
have made him a rich man bad he been content 
to tread in the path of strict honesty. It is to 
be regretted that the miscreants who tempted 
him to his downfall cannot also be similarly 
punished. The official report to the Chicago 
Jockey Club is as follows: 

We snepsnded jockey W. Nutt Septembers, 
pending investigation of his riding at tho pres- 
ent meeting, especially on the horses King Ber- 
muda and Uncas on the 8th and 9th inst., re- 
spectively, September 8 he bad the mount 
on the horse King Bermuda in the sixth race, 
distance, 1 mile, weight, 104 pounds. Off well 
in a field of seven, he took the horse back in 
the first quarter and kept him out of the race 
almost the eniiie route, finisntng fourth, beaten 
off about twenty lengths. The distance, condi- 
tion of track, etc., were in every way to the lik- 
ing if this horse. September 9, same distance. 
Wright and conditions about the same, with 
jockey Vititoe up, at the start he was off 
almost last iu a much faster race than 
the day previous, he however, gradually moved 
to the front, assnmed the lead after passing the 
half mile pole aud won handily. September 9 
he had the monnt on the horse Uncas in the first 
race, distance three-quarters of a mile, a natur- 
al contender to win. Off faiily well and second 
' in the stretch when intije of the sixteenth pole 
he never made a move to help bis hoiss, sitting 
perfectly etill with a tight hold on the bridle, 
simply allowed the field to close in on him fin- 
ishing fourth close up. We are satisfied as to 
the racing condition of the horses respective'y 
on the dates in question, and their subsequent 
races would seem to satisfy the most skep.ical 
as to the cause of their bad races. 

Nutt’s riding at other times daring this meet- 
ing has not been above suspicion. 

We have given him eveiy consideration and 
having thoroughly investigated the races in 
question are satisfied he rode pu posely to lose 
and that he merits the most ixtreima puniah- 
mmt under the rules. In accordance with 
same he stands ruled off the tnrf
